PROVINCIAL ELECTIONS 
PROBABLE 

It is good guessing that if certain court 
proceedings are got along with in the mean- 
time and have a favorable outcome, the Prov- 
ineial Government will beat the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to the polls, and hold a general elec- 
tion with as little loss of time as the circum- 
stances allow. 

A provincial election is due this year by 
well-established usage. It must be held within 
twelve months in any case. The inclusion of 
Mr, Grisdale in the cabinet makes a bye-elec- 
tuon necessary unless a general election is held 
during the summer. 

And Premier Brownlee will be entirely cor- 
rect in thinking that should the Dominion Gov- 
ernment be defeated the prospect of his own 
Government surviving a subsequent election 
would be decidedly dim. Waiting to see what 
will happen to Mr. Bennett in 1934 is no more 
promising from Mr. Brownlee’s stand point than 
waiting to see what would happen to Mr. King 
in 1930. 

The probability is that the electors of Al- 
berta will have the opportunity of participating 
in two general elections before the snow flies 
next fall. 


RESPITE, NOT REMEDY 

Premier Brownlee has no delusion that the 
unemployment difficulty in Alberta will vanish 
magically before Jyly 15th, just because Hon. 
W. A. Gordon thinks it should. 

Extension of federal contribut 
relief up to that date, Mr. Brownlee properly 
Says, is only a respite, and will not remedy the 
situation. He adds: “I do not know of any 
part of Alberta where people are now receiv- 
ing relief where that relief can be dispensed 
with.” 

That may sound shocking and unbelievable 
to Ottawa, where the impression seems to pre- 
vail that everybody who is not “choosey” can 
now step out and get a job, except in certain 
areas which have been afflicted with crop fail- 


ure. Nobody who knows the facts can have 
any such misconception. 


Unemployment is as widely prevalent in this 
province as it was a year ago, though I

$50,000,000 NOT ENOUGH 

Senator Michener of Red Deer wants 
Dominion Government to spend part of the 
000,000, “which has been mentioned as a fig- 
ure for Government expenditure on a public 
works relief program,” in a housing scheme, in 
promoting a hack-to-the-land movement, in 
building highways, and irrigating dry sections of 
the prairie provinces. 

He suggests also a commission “of capable 
businessmen from municipalities, provinces and 
the Dominion, to undertake these national en- 
terprises.” 

The Senator's proposals are all worthy of 
consideration, any one of them more hopeful as 
a relief measure than the proposal to spend the 
whole $50,000,000 in putting up public buildings, 
in which a relatively small number of skilled 
artisans only would be employed. But the fig- 
ure is woefully short of the program and of the 
needs, Four times the amount would be none 
too much to meet the conditions, and the Dom- 
inion could supply that $200,000,000 with 
danger whatever to its credit and without bor- 
rowing a dollar. 

By the way, the suggestion to appoint a com- 
mission to look after the relief expenditure was 
made by Right Hon. Mackenzie King three 
years ago. It is to be hoped the Senator will 
have more success in promoting the idea. Hon. 
W. A. Gordon's latest telegraphic deliverances 
strongly indicate the commission is needed now 
more than it has been.

“FOREIGN TRADE” AT HOME 

The world is not anxious just now for the 
products which Canada produces in quantities 
we cannot use at home, particularly the pro- 
ducte of our farms. Tariffs, dumping duties, 
quotas, false valuations, and all manner of pol- 
itical contrivances have been brought into play 
to prevent us exporting these things. 

But one thing we can do is “import” tour-

ceived for goods sold to tourists from abroad, 
in Canada, is just as good money as a million 
dollars received for goods shipped to the ends 
of the earth. 

And in years gone by tourists from the Un- 
ited States have spent money in Canada not 
only in millions but in hundreds of millions. 
They will do that in future years, in propor- 
tion as we offer them value for their money. 
How much they will spend here depends on 
ourselves, rather than on them. They are go- 
ing to spend somewhere, and will do it in Can- 
ada if we make an inteliigent bid for their pat- 
ronage. 

If we give him half a chance, the motor 
tourist from the United States will return every 
dollar we have spent on gravelled roads and 
pay the entire cost of net-working the settled 
and scenic portions of this Dominion with per- 
manent all-weather highways. The money he 
spends as he travels trickles into the pockets of 
Canadian producers and taxpayers, just as re- 
ally and with the same result as though it came 
in the shape of a draft from Britain or Siam. 

Canada formerly built railways to haul its 
surplus products to the seaboard. Our export 
business has been blocked. The alternative is 
to build highways to bring in tourists who will 
buy the products in vast quantities, and will also 
indirectly pay for the highways.

Would you call this good news? A writer 
in the London Daily Express who acts as a 
Customs examiner and Lloyd's surveyor in 
Rhodesia, says that he examined a consignment 
of whisky at Kenya, Rhodesia, that had been 
shipped out from Japan, cif. Capetown for 
7s 6d ($1.75) a case. 

He says the stuff tasted 
“quite pasasble” but the Cus- 
toms refused it entry—prob- 


ably by invoking an anti- 
dumping regulation. British 
whisky there sells at 14s 


($3.50) a quart bottle. 

The same writer says he 
has seen a quotation from a 
Japanese distillery offering 
whisky c.if. at Beira—goods, 
insurance and freight—at 6s 
($1.50) per dozen quarts. 

He says: “I examined a Japanese gramo- 
phone delivered at Beira wharf for 17s ($4.25) 
—an excellent machine, I assure you. Ladies 
artificial silk panties arrive here at 2'2d to 7d 
(5 to 14 cents) per garment. 

“Japanese cycles are just the thing for the 
Kaffir trade, which is considerable. They are 
30 shillings each ($7.50).” 

He tells of advance information of a Japan- 
ese motor car with a tubular frame, listed at 
£35 ($175).

While Japan is exporting cheap manufac- 
tured goods, she is also importing. She imports 
lead and zinc and scrap iron in large quantities. 
The vernacular papers in Tokyo last week an- 
nounced another and a new import. According 
to their statements, Japan is to import two 
German Zeppelins in return for a million tons 
of soy beans to be grown in the Japanese- 
sponsored state of Manchukuo, presided over 
by Mr. Henry Pu Yi. 

The soy beans will make cattle food and 
flour, being rich in protein. It’s hard to say 
what the Zeppelins will make. Outside of the 
remarkable sucedss of Capt. Eckener as an aerial 
navigator, all they seem to have made is a lot 
of corpses—usually of their own occupants. 


From these preparations for another war in 
the Orient, it’s a relief to turn to Prof. J. B. S. 
Haldane’s hopeful and stimulating view of what 
the world can be like for the present boys and 
girls in another third of a century if hates are 
overcome and the future is allowed to develop 
itself on humanitarian and scientific lines. 

Prof. Haldane is an authority on genetics. 
During the war he was regarded as an authority 
on poison gases. He has some title as a prophet 
too. In 1919 he publicly prophecied the ruin of 
agriculture as the result of a world overproduc- 
tion of food. That doesn’t seem a very great 
feat of prophecy now. None of the fulfilled 
predictions seem very wonderful after we have 
seen natural laws working their fulfilment. 
They seem then to have been the only logical 
deductions possible. But in 1919, after the world 
was recovering from great food shorteges 
caused by the sinking of foodships by German 
U-boats and the pinch of the blockade in Cen- 
tral Europe, it didn’t win much attention. 

The professor is one of those cheerful Eng- 
lishmen who thinks the chances are that by 
1966 Britain will be a second-class power—as a 
punishment for thinking in terms of money in- 
stead of in men and goods. He offers the sound 
though shoeking (at first hearing) preference 


that in the next war a couple of million average 
Bri cis ns will be wiped out by bombs 
and gas attacks in a month, instead of a million 
of the nation’s best men being killed over a 
period of four years. That's the professor of 
enetics speaking

of the world that your children will live in 33 
years hence 

In Britain, governments and trusts will fight 
the menace of plenty by destroying crops and 


keeping production busy by having every citizen 
properly fed, housed and clothed. Her popula- 
tion will begin to fall after 1940, while that of 
U.S.A., Australia and New Zealand will be sta- 
tionary. Canada will show slight increase. 

On the other hand Russia and Japan will 
grow rapidly. Japan will probably spread her 
authority over Eastern Asia, but Russia will ex- 
tend her influence in the world, by increases of 
population and production. The fourth Five-Year 
Plan in Russia will deal with the organization 
Instead of permitting unemployment 
the Russians will plan the leisure of their work- 
in sport, education and travel. If they suc- 
ceed it will mean the end of capitalism. 


About the British nations.

ANSWER: The fundamental cause of lateral 
sclerosis is the presence of toxic materials in 
the spinal cord resulting from a faulty diet. You 
will get the quickest results by taking a fruit 
fast for a week or ten days followed by a well 
balanced diet. Treatments such as massage, 
osteopathy, chiropractic and electrotherapy will 
be helpful in restoring the circulation to the af- 
fected parts 

QUESTION—Mrs. O. P. writes: “Will you 
kindly state whether or not you approve of 
sulphur for blood purification? Also is there 
any cure for Pterygium?” 

ANSWER—The answer to your question on 
sulphur is no. It is much better to fast and 
diet scientifically to bring about blood purifica- 
tion. The disease you have named refers to a 
formation on the corner of the eye which is 
due to an irritation which may be brought 
about through several different causes, such as 
an outside infection from dust or bacteria, or 
an internal cause due to an over-acid secretion 
of the eye lubricant. This trouble can be 
checked and often cured by dieting and the use 
of a simple eye wash, applied several times 
daily. 

QUESTION: Mr. O. O. writes: “I know a 
lot of people look 6n pork as poison, especially 
during the summertime. I like it very much 
and it has always agreed with me. In your 
estimation, is it a good meat?” 

ANSWEB: There is nothing poisonous about 
pork, but some people have difficulty in digest- 
ing it because of the large amount of fat which 
it contains. Be sure to cook pork thoroughly by 
roasting and it may be considered wholesome.

Wages, Salaries, And Railway 


The Canadian public mentality is working in reverse, and in 
defeatism; and there does not seem to be a single entrance at 
Ottawa for any constructive action on policy. 


The only railway plans which are given any serious consider-

thirty thousand people out of work, and cancel millions of dol- 
lars in wages and salaries annually; and second, abandoning some 
two or three thousand miles of trackage, which in its turn will in- 
juriously affect wages, salaries and community interests.

Approv;! was given the recom- 
mendation of D. M. Rowet, Mon- 
treal, chairman of the judicial com- 
mittee, against the incorporation 
of a trustee board to handle prop- 
erty. Ministerial salaries were fix- 
ed at a minimum of $1,000 per year, 
and the assembly decided to leave | 
the business of Presbyterian pub- | 
lications in the control of Rev. N 
A. MacEachern, Toronto, a com- 
mittee will report to next year's as- 
sembly on the advisability of the 
church assuming control of the busi- 
ness 

Dr. A. S. Reid, Toronto, was re- 
tained as budget secretary as long 
as his services are necessary. If | 
his aid is not gecded he will re- | 
turn to his position as synodical 
superintendent at Montreal. 

The moderator announced the 
personnel of the judicial commit- 
tes to consider the complaint of 
Dr, Lloyd Morrow, who was con- | 
firmed to his Knox College post | 
for a year at Wednesday's session. 
The five-man commission to super- | 
vise the college was also announce 
ed. 

Administration of Knox College | 
was put on a more efficient basis, 
it was believed, by the adoption of 
the Shortt Committee report which 
urged a smaller governing body. 

Proposed reorganization of the 
church by increasing the powers of 
the synods was requested in a mo- 
tion by Dr. A. S. Reid, Toronto, but 
the assembly referred the matter to 
the presbytories and the proposal 
will come up next year. 

Celebrating the diamond jubilee | 
of the church, the 1935 assembly | 
will convene in First Presbyterian | 
church, Montreal, where the first 
general assembly was held in 1875.

Choosing Glove Leathers 


Expert Craftsman Gives! 
Advice to Those Who 
Make Their Own 


By MARJORIE HILL 
Of the three essential factors in| 
glove making, namely, hands, pat- | 


terns and leather, by far the most 
important is the leather. On it de- 
pends the choice of pattern and 
consequently the 
ultimate fit and 
wearing qualities 
of the glove. 
Leather is made 
from the skins of 
animals, usually 
mammalian. 
Three processes 
of preparation are 


in general use — 
tanning, tawing and shamoying. 


Technical details are too lengthy to 
repeat here and can be easily ob- 
tained if one has a thirst for such | 
information. Glove leather proauce 
tion is somewhat of a specialized in- 
dustry as one might expect when 
fine quality materials are so unt- 
formly required. The domestic 
sheep provides most of the skins | 
for’ the glove leather business, 
though goats and pigs help, too, as 
well as peccary hogs and Arabian 
or Persian hair sheep. There are 
two main classes of glove leathers, 
grains and fleshers, due to the fact 
that the ‘skins are usually split into 
two layers, the outer or hair side | 
making “kid,” “cape” and suede, 
and the inner or flesh side (hence | 
the term “flesher”) making chamois 
and doe skin. Some confusion ex-/| 
ists between doe and suede, but} 
while the finished surfaces may 
appear similar, the doe skin is 
more pliable and stretchy, while 
the suede may have very little | 
stretch and be very close in fibre, | 
rendering sewing rather difficult. 
The suede is made from the outer 
half of the skin but is finished on 
the under or flesh side and usually | 
has the grain removed for greater 
comfort in wearing. ; 

Many things affect the quality of 
tRe final product, such as the type | 
of animal, his living conditions and 
the care exercised in the course of 
manufacture The animal's age 
and the time of year when slaugh- 
tered also enter in, but as a rule 
the more nearly wild the animal or 
the rougher his’: manner of living, 
the tougher will be his hide when 
tanned. The skins of wild animals 
such as the peceary, while tough 
and hard wearing, are apt to have 
undesirable marks and flaws due 
to scratches, cuts and thorn pricks 
This renders the laying out of 
gloves very difficult if one wants 
to avoid blemishes. The domestic 
sheep is grown for his flesh and 
wool and the quality of his tanned 
hide is in about inverse proportion 
to the value of his fleece. French 
kid, however, is usually made from 
the skins of animals reared for the 
purpose (lambs or kids) and killed 
when about a month old, while 
they are still on a milk diet, coarse 
food soon producing a coarser skin

If you find that you have made 
a pair of otherwise fairly satisiac- 
tory gloves which are a bit tight 
across the kneckles, it is probably 
due to the fact that the stretch 
goes the wrong way. Unless care 
is taken it may vary: even between 
wrist and fingers, Patterns are usu- 
ally cut for use on a medium 
stretch chamois, and if used on a 
stretchier skin or a tighter one do 
not produce the size of glove re- 
quired, the one being too big and 
too small, If a skin 
stretches less than chamois the 
points on the back of the hand may 
be made lines of embroidery in- 
stead of the tiny tucks the pattern 
allows for, The embroidery takes

broidery are preferred, then a larg- 
er paftern must be employed.

Last March 52 acres was pure

It is on a direct rail 
and water route to Edmonton. 

A well, drilled to a depth of 800 
feet in 1910 is located on Triple A 
property.

The land acquired by the come 
pany is near the properties owned 
by the Alberta Salt Company which 
Von Hammerstein, in conjunction 
with several Edmonton business 
men developed some years ago. It 
was proven at this time that the salt 
fields were among the finest in 
Canada and the salt produced and 
marketed at that time was of high 
grade quality.
